The Use and Care of Wheels 

Running Wheels at Slow Speed is a common mis- 
cakc and a costly one. The Dimo-Grit wheels with 
which Luther grinders are* equipped are high speed 
ctbrasives, therefore, to get the best results use high 
speed and very light pressure at all times. By em¬ 
ploying these methods there is no danger of draw¬ 
ing temper or injuring even the finest tool. 

Never use a wheel that has become gummed 
up with grease or dirt, as it will wear unevenly and 
not grind rapidly. 

How to Clean Wheels. Pour gasoline or benzine 
(never kerosene) on the wheel and scrub with a piece 
of burlap or a rag, then revolve the wheel rapidly. 

When sharpening a tool, move it from side to 
side on the work rest to distribute the grinding over 
the entire face of the wheel. Sharpening on one 
place on the wheel wears it unevenly. 

Never use a wheel that has become worn and 
uneven. When a wheel is in this condition it is im¬ 
possible to do accurate Avork. A Avheel dresser is an 
inexpensive tool by means of AAdTich any wheel can 
be kept in first-class shape. 

Grinding wheels should fit freely on the spindles ; 
they should not be forced on, nor shall they fit too 
loose. 

When tightening clamping nuts care should be 
taken to tighten same only enough to hold the wheel 
firmly, otherwise the clamping strain is apt to crack 
the wheel.
